Faubus sair1-,. 
He does not feel it essential 


that the highway director be a li- 
censed engineer; 


He does not believe an initiated 


act is the best way to approach 
school consolidation, but a school 
reorganization study might hefp; 


He has not used State police to 


clean up gambling at Hot Springs' 
because he feels that such action 
would not be a long-range solu- 
tion to the problem; 


He feels the 1963 General As- 


sembly bypassed the racial issue 
because it would be futile to pass 
race legislation and because "the 
people have grown tired of this 
issue;' and that

presence of 


Rockefeller as chairman on the 
AIDC is beneficial to the state. 


Faubus said seven states sur 


rounding Arkansas have higher 
fees for drivers licenses and that 
four will still have a higher fee 
if the cost in Arkansas is in- 
creased from $2 to $3.

Russia Denies 
Planes Flew

WASHINGTON 
(AP)—The So- 


viet Union has flatly denied a U.S. 
charge that Soviet planes flew 30 
miles into Alaska March 15. Mos- 
cow says their aircraft were moro 
than 200 miles away.

Wednesday, probably will end the 
formal diplomatic exchange on the 
incident. But they predicted the 
United States will continue to re- 
mind the Soviet Union at appro- 
priate times that air space intru- 
sions will not be tolerated. 


The U.S. government was stick- 


ing firmly to its version, con- 
tained in a March 16 protest note 
to Moscow, that two Soviet recon- 
naissance planes flew over the 
southwestern corner of Alaska for 
nearly a half hour. 


The Kremlin responded with an 


equally emphatic denial in a brief 
note. 


U.S. officials said the Soviet Un- 


ion contended their planes flew no 
closer to the U.S. border than 350 
kilometers about 218 miles). 


The State Department declined 


to make the note public. Officials 
said it was up to the Soviets to 
do that.

sire to make a big issue over the 
incident;~V:S'."irifoi'mants said ithe 
note was very short and devoid 
of propaganda embellishments the 
Communists often include in their 
diplomatic and public declara- 
tions.

HAVANA AP)—Prime Minister 


Fidel Castro threatened today to 
arm Cuba with long-range bomb- 
ers and convoy Cuban shipping 
unless the United States clamps 
down on hit-and-run raids against 
Cuba by exile groups. 


In a communique Castro held 


the United States responsible for 
an attack on a Soviet freighter 
by Cuban exiles Tuesday night. 


"If these attacks continue Cuba 


will see herself in a situation of 
considering acquisition of long^ 
range bombers as well as naval 
equipment necessary to escort our 
merchant ships, protect our sup- 
ply lines and repel aggressors." 
the communique said. 


Castro's 
talk 
of 
long-range 


bombers was an obvious refer- 
ence to the Soviet 750-mile-range 
jet bombers the Soviets sent to 
Cuba last fall along with medium- 
range missiles. 


After the United States put a 


naval blockade on Cuba, Soviet 
Premier 
Khrushchev agreed to 


withdraw the missiles and the 
bombers. The U.S. government 
said it counted 42 of each on ships 
leaving Cuba. The Soviet govern- 
ment 
informed Washington in 


December this was all the so- 
called "offensive" weapons it had 
sent to Cuba. 


The lives of Soviet crewmen 


were put in grave danger and the 
merchantman was left seriously 
damaged in Tuesday's raid, Cas- 
tro said. 


In Miami, a spokesman for the 


anti-Castro Commando L group 
said the raiders slipped into the 
port of Isabela de Sagua on Tues- 
day night, attacked the Soviet 
freighter and left it "badly in 
need of repairs to keep it from 
sinking." 


The spokesman said the raiders 


returned 
safely to their base 


"somewhere in the Caribbean." 


The raid/was the second exile 


attack on a Soviet freighter in 
Cuba this month. The first was 
•March • W. A Justice Department 
official said in Washington there 
is no evidence the March 17 raid 
was launched from American soil. 


Castro also charged that "Can- 


kee agents" sabotaged a Bolivian 
airliner which crashed last week 
in southern Peru. He said the 
agents were after documents car- 
ried by two Cuban couriers on the 
plane.

In Washington, a Justice Depart-

The Greenwood City Council has

mission take Mack Sturgis, his 
purchasing agent, for the job if 
they wanted him, but he declined 
to say whether he would vote to 
make Sturgis the new director if 
he were a member of the com- 
mission.

WASHINGTON (APJ—The FBI, 


the U.S. Coast Guard and other 
agencies are doing all possible to 
discourage hit-and-run raids by 
Cuban refugees on Castro's Cuba, 
officials said today. 


They said this is in line with 


the policy «f President Kennedy. 
While he has repeatedly expressed 
a desire to see Cuba freed of com- 
munism, Kennedy said last week 
he did not believe the hit-run tac- 
tics are effective toward this end. 
They may even strengthen Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro, he said. 


Some concern is expressed in 


high administration circles that 
the free lance raids, if continued 
might prove the spark that would 
set off a new, explosive crisis in 
U.S.-Soviet relations.

of a Soviet Union protest Wednes- 
day and the report of another raid 
Tuesday night.

A Justice Department official 


said the FBI is investigating to 
determine whether the attacks 
have violated any U.S. laws such 
as the Neutrality Act or the for- 
eign agents registration act. There 
is no indication the March 17 at- ^ 
tack was mounted from U.S. soil, 
he said. 


The Coast Guard said it regular- 


ly patrols the Florida coast with 
planes and surface vessels. 


"If we saw an armed boat head- 


ing from Florida to Cuba we 
would certainly stop it," an offi- 
cial said. 


However,'the Coast Guard's jur- 


isdiction extends only over U.S. if 
territorial waters. Also, the job of 
patrolling the U.S. coast is a big 
one, and there is not guarantee 
that a boat might not slip out.

MOSCOW (AP) - In a strong 


protest, the Soviet Union today 
held the United States responsible 
(or 
the 
attack on the Soviet 


freighter Lgov by Cuban exiles 
March 17 off the north coast of 
Cuba. 


The note asserted that "without 


material support from the U.S. 
government and without the sup- 
ply of American arms and vessels 
the group of traitors to the Cuban 
people now hiding on U.S. terri- 
tory could not engage in this kind 
of provocation." 


The U.S. government, the note 


continued, "is virtually) leading up 
to a dangerous aggravation of the 
situation in the Caribbean and 
throughout the world," 


"The Soviet government," the 


note said, "holds the U.S. govern- 
ment fuly responsible for the ac- 
tions of the Cuban counterrevolu- 
tionaries, including their attack on 
the'Soviet merchant vessel Lgov. 


"For 
the U.S.A. to encourage 


such actions is contrary to the 
agreement reached between the 
governments of the U.S.S.R. and 
the U.S.A. on the settlement 
of 


the crisis in the Caribbean." 


The note, made public by the 


official Soviet news agency Tass, 
said Cuban counterrevolutionaries 
approached in a launch and fired 
several rounds at the ship.

SAN FRANCISCO (API-Ralph 


and Iva Kroeger were sentenced 
Tuesday to die for murdering an 
elderly couple last August to gain 
possession of their Santa Rosa, 
Calif., motel. 


As the jury returned its verdict, 


Iva jumped up, pointed to Ralph 
and 
cried, 
"He 
wasn't even 


there!" 


"I know," answered Ralph. 
An 11-week Superior Court trial 


of guilt or innocence was inter- 
rupted repeatedly by Iva's out- 
bursts. 


Iva was arrested in San Diego 


after a lengthy search. Ralph was 
jailed Aug. 20, the day the body 
of Jay Arneson, 68, an invalid 
ex-Army major, was found in a 
shallow grave in the basement of 
the Kroeger home here. The body 
of Mrs. Arneson, 58, was uncov- 
ered a day later, strangled like 
her former husband whom she 
had continued to nurse. 


Police searched 
the 
Kroeger 


home after a man told them he 
had been hired by Mrs, Kroeger 
to dig a hole in the basement. 


Ralph said from the beginning, 
'I know nothing about it." He 
pleaded innocent. 


Iva pleaded innocent and inno- 


cet by reason of insanity, Ralph 
61, and Iva, 44, were convicted 
March 8. The jury also ruled that 
Iva was sane. 


Under California law. a trial to 


determine penalty had to be held. 
The penalty trial lasted only five 
hours. The jury deliberated 7 
hours and 15 minutes before vot- 
ing death sentences.

More Talks 
on Berlin 
Next Week 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Secretary 


of State Dean Rusk and Soviet 
Ambassador Anatoly F. Debrynin 
are expected to meet again in 
about a week to continue their 
exploratory talks on Berlin, au- 
thoritative sources reported today. 


Rusk and Dobrynin conferred 


ior an hour Tuesday at the State 
Department. The session produced 
nothing new, the two being satis- 
fied to restate their governments' 
well-known positions on the Com- 
munist-encircled city, the sources 
said. 


The State Department, in ac- 


cordance with long-standing prac- 
tice, 
immediately 
arranged 
a 


briefing session for the three al- 
lies directly interested in the fate 
of the city. The British, French, 
and West German 
ambassadors 


are scheduled to meet today with 
Llewellyn Thompson, Rusk's prin- 
cipal adviser, on Soviet affairs. 


Officials said they were not sur- 


prised the first1 Rusk-Dobrynin 
session.did not produce much. It 
is understandable, they said, that 
first the two men re-establish the 
groundwork after a gap of five 
months since talks were last held 
oefore probing what can be done 
to find some basis for formal ne- 
gotiations. 


The meeting was devoted ex- 


clusively to Germany in general 
and to Berlin in particular, offi- 
cials said. They said that first 
Dobrynin reinterated the old Mos 
cow position that a peace treaty 
with West Germany and East Ger- 
many be concluded and that West 
Berlin 
be transformed into a 


;"free" city. Rusk restated the Al- 
lies view that a' peace treaty can 
be concluded only with a unified 
Germanyi and that the West would 
hot abandon the 2 million Ger 
mans who live in West Berlin. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Looking: 


for Communist subversion is one 
thing but using communism as an 
excuse for prying into the private 
affairs of private organizations is 
something else and not to be tol- 
erated. 


This in effect was Monday's Su- 


preme Court decision throwing 
out the conviction of Theodore R, 
Gibson. It puts a brake on fishing 
expeditions by legislative com- 
mittees that lack a legitimate ex- 
cuse for asking questions. 


Gibson was president of the 


Miami branch of the National 
ssociation for the Advancement 
of Colored People when in 1959 » 
Florida legislative committee de- 
manded he produce the member- 
ship list. 


The committee said it wanted 


the list to ask him whether it in- 
cluded any of 14 person snamed 
by a committee investigator as 
Communist party members who 
took part in NAACP affairs. 


The chairman told Gibson the 


committee was first concerned 
with the "activities of various or- 
ganizations which have been or 
are presently operating in this 
state in the field of race rela- 
tions." 


The chairman also said the in- 


quiry would be directed toward 
Communist 
activities, including 


inflation 
of organizations 
op- 


eratng in various felds, nclud- 
ing race. 


Gibson looked at the names and 


photographs of the 
14 persons 


previously identified as Commu- 
nists or members of front organ! 
zations. He said he could associ- 
ate none of them with the NAACP. 


But he refused to produce the 


list of the Miami NAACP's mem- 
bership of about 1,000 persons, 
arguing he didn't have to because 
of 
the 
First 
and 
Fourteenth 


amendments protecting rights of 
free speech and free association 


He was charged with contempt, 


tried in a state court, convictec 
and sentenced to six months in 
jail. His appeal finally reached 
the Supreme Court. 


Justice Arthur Goldberg read 


the majority opinion putting aside 
the conviction. 


He said the court wasn't deny 


ing the "legislative right" to in 
vestigate or legislate with "re 
spect to subversive activities by 
Communists or anyone else,"- 


He said the decision deals only 


with the manner in which such 
power is exercised. 


"We hold simply," he said 


"that groups which themselve 


arc neither engaged in subversive 
or other illegal or improper activi- 
ties, nor demonstrated to have 
any substantial connection with 
such are to be protected in their 
rights of free and private associ- 
ation." 


He pointed out there was no 


suggestion that the NAACP or its 
Miami branch were subversive 
organizations and that the record 
)f the case indicates the NAACP 
s against communism. 


In other words, the court held 
hat the Florida committee didn't 
iave a real excuse in this case 
o say it was looking for Commu* 
nists in the NAACP and without 
such an excuse it had no right 
o pry in privacy, 
In Uiis case, Goldberg explained, 
he real object of the investiga- 
ion was not to find Communists 
but to dig into the NAACP to find 
nit who its members were since 
he investigators already knew 
about the Communists they had 
n mind. 


There have been previous deci- 


sions along this line. Monday's 
•uling was just one more step in 
.he increasing effort the court is 
naking to protect individual free- 
doms, 


Goldberg 
said 
his 
opinion 


doesn't interfere with the right of 


state legislature to inform itself 


through investigations to protect 
its vital interests. In this case, by 
the 
court's 
findings,

Legislative

be a little more careful about 
where they barge in on the pri- 
vacy of individuals or organiza- 
tions. 


But there undoubtedly will be 


more cases of stepping over the 
line and the court in turn 'will 
have to decide them on their 
merits since each may be a little 
different.

Has Liberal 
Majority

WASHINGTON (P)-The nine- 


man Supreme Court — thanks to 
Justice Arthur J. Goldberg, its 
newest member—now has a con 
sislc-nt lihcral majority in cases 
involving civil rights and indivilu 
al freedoms. 


Less consistent-or predictable— 


is the course which Justice Byron 
H. While, the second newest mem 
bcr, will follow. 


lie has shifted sides just enough 


in his short lime on the bench to 
avoid being nailed down positive- 
ly as a liberal or conservative. 
But he has been more conserva- 
tive; than Goldberg, whose record 
has been consistently liberal. 


Both men were named to the 
nurt Inst year by President Ken- 
nedy as successors to two con- 
servative justices who retired be- 
cause of poor health: White for 
lharles E. Whittaker and Gold- 
berg for Felix Frankfurter. 


Frankfurter had pleaded tor ju- 


dicial restraint and deference to 
the wishes of Congress and state 
legislatures: in short, to the inter- 
ests of government as agairisl 
those of 
individuals. Whittaker 


leaned to that side, too. 


They sometiiries shifted posi 


tions on individual cases, as did 
the three other conservatives still 
on the court: Jilstices John 
M. 


Harlan, Tom Clark, and Potter 
Stewart. 


When they stuck together these 


five conservatives prevailed as a 
majority. 


It was when one or more of 


them shifted that the four liberals 
on the court—Chief Justice Earl 
Warren and Justices Hugo Black, 
William 0. Douglas and William 
J. Brcnnan Jr.—could hand down 
a majority opinion, particularly in 
intervening against restraints on 
individual rights. 


Little was known of 
White's 


views when he became a justice. 
He had been an attorney and Ken- 
nedy backer in the 1960 campaign. 
Goldberg, a former labor lawyer, 
was known as a liberal on social 
and political matters. 


But no positive forecast could 


be made o n the course either 
Goldberg or White would follow 
since a previous position is not 
a guarantee of what a man's 
views will be once he goes on the 
court. Frankfurter had been a 
hero to the liberals before he be- 
came a justice. 


This year 
the Warren-Black- 


Douglas-Brennan 
liberal 
group 


has been able to hand down one 
majority opinion. 


White has been less consistently 


on the liberal side.

today for some legislative eggs 
to stock their Easter basket be- 
fore Congress halts its shuffling 
pace for a mid-April vacation. 


President Kennedy is reported 


to have urged administration lieu- 
tenants to adopt a speed-up sched- 
ule 
to 
offset 
the 
Republican 


charge that the 88th Congress has 
sloughed off three months without 
doing anything. 


As a result, Democratic leaders 


have arranged for consideration 
later this week of a $500-million 
mass transportation bill, a meas- 
ure they aren't at all sure will 
pass. 


Hubert H. Humphrey of Minne- 


sota, assistant Democratic leader, 
said this will be followed by a 
youth employment bill which is 
likely to have almost solid Repub- 
lican—and some Democratic—op- 
position. 


The House got a couple of the 


routine departmental money bills 
ready for action. Leaders were 
set to try to pry a medical and 
dental aid measure out of the 
Rules Committee. 


Republican Leader Everett M. 


Dirksen of Illinois said in an in- 
terview it is all right with him if 
the administration wants to prod 
the Senate into action. But he said 
he thinks a lot of members will 
be "hot under the collar" if they 
are kept on the job through Good 
Friday, April 12. 


Dirksen said Republicans will 


take no position as a party on the 
mass transportation bill. He said 
it generally is regarded as "an 
East Coast measure," with mem- 
bers from that area supporting it 
and those from other sections 
generally opposed.

Citizens Take 
Over Kansas 
City Rule

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP)-The 


nonpartisan Citizens Association, 
which wrecked the Tom Fender- 
gast machine in 1940 and ruled the 
city 19 years, recaptured the mu- 
licipal government Tuesday after 
'our years in limbo. 


Its candidate for mayor, Ilus W. 


Davis, defeated Button Brookfield 
of the new Independent Voters As- 
sociation. 


Complete, 
unofficial 
returns 


from the city's 428 precincts gave 
Davis a lead of 2,365 votes—54,968 
:o 52,603. Only 2,600 absentee bal- 
ots remain to be counted. They 
will be tabulated Friday. 


Citizens candidates also won 9 


of the 12 city council seats and 
swept out all but one member of 
:he coalition of Democratic fac- 
tions which captured City Hall in 
1959. The coalition, which fired 
and hired eight city managers in 
four years, couldn't solve the 
city's woeful need for more rev- 
enue. 


Davis, 47, is an attorney, a for- 


mer council member and a Dem- 
ocrat. Brookfield, 45, is a business- 
man, former member of the po- 
lice commission and a Republi- 
can. He formed the IVA after los- 
ing the citizen's nomination for 
mayor to Davis. 


The Citizens Association func- 


tions only in municipal campaigns 
required by the city charter to be 
non-partisan, but there was a feel- 
ing their success tokens the as- 
cendancy of a new Democratic 
leadership to replace the conglom- 
eration of neighborhood and fac- 
tional bosses who have been strug- 
gling for party control since the 
Pendergast demise. 


The Citizens and the IVA put 


the Democratic coalition on the 
skids in the Feb. 26 primary by 
defeating H. Roe Bartle, silver- 
tongued 300-pound mayor. Two co- 
alition councilmen went down with 
him, and a third didn't run. 


Earl D. Thomas, an IVA candi- 


date, and Bruce R. Walkins, a 
Citizens candidate, became the 
first Negroes elected to the coun- 
cil.
